Father  Morgan  O’Brien 

Called  to  His  Reward 

The  recent  death  of  Father  O’Brien  brought 
deep  sadness  to  the  Catholic  people  of  the 
City  and  State,  and  particularly  to  the  people 
of  Tooele  where  he  was  Pastor.  After  a  brief 
illness  in  which  he  was  stricken  with  typhoid 
fever  he  died  Monday  evening,  Oct.  22.  He 
had  been  in  poor  health  for  months  but  had 
not  considered  it  serious,  but  continued  at 
his  work  until  he  had  insufficient  strength  to 
resist  the  disease  which  attacked  him. 

His  death  is  a  great  loss  to  the  Diocese. 
Few  men  have  ever  undertaken  any  work  with 
greater  enthusiasm  or  keener  zeal  than  did 
Father  O’Brien  when  he  undertook"  his  labors 
as  a  missionary  priest.  Few  have  labored  as 
ceaselessly  as  he.  With  simple  faith,  with 
humility  and  piety  that  drew  to  him  the  ad¬ 
miration  and  love  of  all  who  knew  him,  he 
gave  himself  without  reserve  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  in  whose  service  he  had  dedicated  his 
life. 

He  came  to  Salt  Lake  just  three  years  ago, 
in  October  of  1920.  Born  in  Ireland,  Novem¬ 


ber  20,  1894,  he  studied  for  the  priesthood 
in  the  Seminary  of  Thurles.  While  there  he 
answered  the  call  which  our  conditions  made 
to  the  missionary  and  enlisted  in  the  Diocese 
of  Salt  Lake.  He  was  ordained  to  the  Holy 
Priesthood  June  20,  1920.  His  first  assign¬ 
ment  placed  him  as  an  assistant  at  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1922  as  Pastor  of  St.  Margaret’s  Church  in 
Tooele  where,  except  for  two  months  spent 
in  Eureka,  Nev.,  he  has  been  ever  since.  He 
went  to  Tooele  during  the  hard  times  incident 
to  the  recent  business  depression,  when  the 
Catholic  people  were  few  in  numbers  and 
thoroughly  discouraged.  He  shared  the  hard 
lot  of  his  people  uncomplainingly  and  threw 
all  his  energies  into  the  fight  to  keep  alive  the 
flame  of  Christianity  in  his  parish.  Within  a 
very  short  time  Catholic  conditions  began  to 
improve.  Fallen  away  Catholics  were  won 
back  to  the  Church,  neglected  children  were 
brought  into  Sunday  School,  and  the  sacra¬ 
ments  were  administered  to  a  steadily  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  people.  The  parish  of  Tooele 
will  always  retain  blessings  from  the  efforts 
of  Father  O’Brien. 
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Had  he  given  more  thought  to  himself,  had 
he  spared  himself  physical  stress,  had  he 
looked  for  ease  and  comfort,  he  would  prob¬ 
ably  be  alive  today.  But  he  chose  the  course 
of  sacrifice;  with  work  to  do,  he  attended 
to  that  work  without  measuring  the  cost  to 
himself.  His  early  and  premature  death,  his 
call  back  to  God  at  the  age  of  apparent  great¬ 
est  usefulness  and  with  years  of  fruitful  toil 
ahead  of  him,  would  seem  to  be  most  un¬ 
fortunate.  But  God  expects  us  all  to  look  at 
it  through  the  eyes  of  faith;  God  expects  us 
all  to  be  nobler  and  better  Christians;  God 
expects  us  to  examine  our  own  lives  and  ask 
ourselves  what  sacrifices  we  are  making  for 
Him;  God  expects  us  to  repent  of  our  in¬ 
difference  and  to  imitate  the  splendid  heroism 
of  Father  O’Brien. 

His  short  life  among  us  was  most  saintly. 
Let  us  all  thank  God  for  him.  Let  us  remem¬ 
ber  him  today  and  every  day;  let  us  teach  our 
children  to  honor  him.  “The  generous  heart 
is  stilled  forever;  the  busy  hands  are  folded 
in  peace,  and  the  feet  that  were  swift  to  er¬ 
rands  of  mercy  are  forever  at  rest.  May  his 
service  be  now  reputed  to  him  unto  justice, 
and  may  his  soul  find  solace  in  the  Master’s 
promises  that  ‘Where  I  am  there  also  shall  My 
servant  be.’  ”

Veed  Religious  Education , 

College  Head  Declares 

(By  N.  C.  W.  C.  News  Service.) 

Chicago,  Ill.,  Oct.  15. — The  necessity  of 
religion  in  education  was  stressed  by  Pres- 
dent  David  Kinley  of  the  University  of  Ill¬ 
inois  in  an  address  before  Catholic  students 
of  that  institution,  to  whom  he  declared  him¬ 
self  in  favor  of  giving  academic  credits  for 
courses  in  religious  education  offered  by  va¬ 
rious  religious  foundations  at  the  university. 

“There  is  no  complete  education  without 
ireligious  training,”  said  President  Kinley. 
“Character  cannot  be  developed  in  the  best 
sense  without  belief  in,  faith  in,  God.” 

“We  live  in  an  age  when  the  importance 
of  education  in  the  secular  sciences  is  clearly 
recognized.  But  that  training  will  always 
remain  incomplete  and  deficient  unless  it  is 
supplemented  by  education  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  moral  character.  I  am  old-fashioned 
enough  to  believe  that  strong  moral  character 
is  most  effectively  attained  through  religious 
education.”
